Chile Will Have to Be Whipped Into an 
Apology. 


THE WAR SPEECHES ARE READY 


To Be Delivered When the Corre- 
spondence Is Submitted. 


THE SILVER ISSUE IN COMMITTEE. 


At Ite Next Meeting the Committee Will 
Go to Work Upon the Preparation 
ot a Free Coinage Bill.

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WASHINGTON, January 13.—[Special.}— 
Everything here now is war talk. 

Indeed, a war cloud seems to be hanging over 
Washington. 

While there is no active development in 
the Chilean situation today in the shape of 
communications from the Chilean minister, 
everybody at the capitol was talking war. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, of the naval coinmittee, 
said tonight that we were nearer a war than 
the people of the country seemed to realize. 
if the president should send the Chilean corre- 
spondence to congress, without an absolute 
apology from that government for its outrages 
upon our sailors, both parties will favor a 
declaration of war, unless Chile makes apology 
in the specified terms. One or two democratic 
members have already prepared war speeches, 
and are only waiting an opportunity to spring 
them upon the house. There will be no party 
fight in this. Unless Chile’s apology is forth- 
coming very soon both parties will goin for 
war. 

The navy department is making every 
preparation to fight, and our war vessels are 
being ordered to positions where they will be 
accessible to Chile, and needed preparations 
are going on almost as briskly as if war had 
been actually declared. 


To Lighten the Labors of Congressmen. 

Representative Caminetti seems to find more 
labor in being a congressmen than he can per- 
form. He has therefore introduced a resolu- 
tion to establish a bureau of correspondence 
for the representatives, whose duty itshall be 
to furnish written answers to all questions 
submitted to it by members of congress. 

Mr. Caminetti says the labors of members 
would be reduced by the establishment of such 
a bureau to which inquiries from constituents 
could be reported, thus leaving more time for 
the actual work of legislation. 

Colonel John O’ Neill, the labor representa- 
tive from Missouri, however, does not think 
such a bureau would be of enough assistance 
to members. He bas, therefore, introduced a 
bill authorizing the employment of a corps of 
stenographers to be paid out of the contingent 
fund of the hous3, and whose duty it shall be 
to attend to the correspondence and other in- 
cidental duties of members of congress. 

It may be stated, however, that the chances 
are against either of these bills passing. 


The National Convention. 

The democratic national convention meets 
here on the 21st to select a place for holding 
the next national convention. 

An active fight will be made by at least a 
dozen cities, but the chances are that the con- 
vention will go to either New York or Indi- 
anapolis. 

It is said that the holding of a national con- 
vention in a state has an effect upon the elec- 
tionsinsuch state. If that be true it will 
be absurd for the democrats to hold their 
national conventionin any other than one of 
these two cities, for New York and Indiana 
are the two states most needed to the demo- 
crats. Of course, both New York and Indi- 
anapolis will make a vigorous fight for the 
convention, and it goes without saying that 
one of them will be successful. 


The World’s Fair Request. 

The Chicago world’s fair people are now 
asking for a straight out appropriation of 
$5,000,000 from congress, instead of the loan of 
that amount. 

Within a few weeks a powerful lobby will 
arrive here and begin work to get through 
some such an appropriation. 

The chances are, however, that Chicago will 
have to be satisfied with a much less amount 
than she now asks for. This congress is going 
tobe a congress of retrenchment, and the 
chances are against large appropriations for 
anything. 

If the wor)d’s fair cannot be made a success 
Without an appropriation of $5,000,000 from 
congress, the chances arethat it will bea 
failure, 


About the Sherman Silver Law. 


Within the past few days there has been 


considerable discussion as to where the repeal 
of the Sherman silver bill would leave the 
Silver question. It has been discussed by 
newspapers all over the country, and by all 
the prominent lawyers in congress. The ver- 
dict of all the best posted members is that in 
repealing the Sherman law, the bill providing 
for its repeal should also provide for a re- 
establishment of the Bland act or some other 
law. Should the bill pass simply repealing 
the Sherman law, it would leave the country 
without any law whatever affecting the silver 
question. But, of course, no law is ever re- 
pealed without provisions being made in re- 
pealing the said law providing for some 
Other law upon the subject. 


They Instructed for Blaine. 

It looks today like Mr. Blaine is going to be 
Inthe race for the repub‘ican presidential 
nomination. At least Boss Quay thinks so, for 
he has been getting in his work over in Phila- 
delphia against the president by having Blaine 
delegates elected to the national convention. 
At the meetings in Philadelphia last night 
hearly every one of the thirty-five wardsin the 
City instructed for Blaine.

THE FREE COINAGE QUESTION 


Is Sprung by Mr. Pierce in the Coinage Com- 
mittee. 

WASHINGTON, January 13.—Representative 
Pierce, of Tennessee, an ardent free coinage 
man, fired the first gunin the committee in 
favor of the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver, immediately after the house committee on 
coinage, weights and measures effected an or- 
ganization this morning. 

This was the first meeting of the committee 
and it was expected to be simply of a prelimi- 
nary nature, but Mr. Pierce forced the subject 
to the front at once by a resolution to report a 
free silver bill without delay. 

The discussion that arose onthe resolution 
showed that the committee is a free coinage 
committee, though both the free silver and 
anti-free silver men opposed the adoption of 
the resolution on the ground that it was too 
precipitate. There was not much talk with 
regard tothe policy of giving a hearing, and 
what little was said was by men favorable to 
free coinage. 

Against Long Hearings. 

The sentiment of the committee appears to 
be adverse to any prolonged hearings that wil! 
prevent consideration of the subject by the 
house until the session is well advanced, 
though the members are willing to hear an 
argument that will be tothe point and not of 
unusual length. 

The first business was the cal! of the roll, 
and itshowed ten out of thirteen members 
present, the absentees being Messrs. Tracy, 
democrat, of New York; Taylor, republican, 
of Illinois, and McKeighan, independent, of 
Nebraska. 

Wednesdays, at 10:30 o’clock, was fixed as 
the time for the weekly meetings. This was 
no sooner agreed upon than Mr. Pierce offered 
the following: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this committee 
that a biil forthe free and unlimited coinage ot 
— Should be reported to the house without 

elay. 

The resolution was unexpected by most of 
the other members of the committee, and was 
rather irregular, but it had the effect desired 
—of pressing the question to the front. 

Mr. Kilgore said he had no doubt the com- 
mittee would report a free coinage bill, but he 
SAW nO necessity for adopting such @ resolu- 
tion at the first committee meeting. 

Silver Republican. 

Mr. Bartine, of Nevada, leader of the repub- 
lican free silver men in the last congress, said 
he was as heartily in favor of free coinage as 
any man, but it was the first meeting of the 
committee and two of the members opposed to 
free coinage were absent. It might look like 
snap judgment to pass the resolution,and, while 
in the last congress a free silver bill had been 
grossly wronged by a prolongation of the hear- 
ing,it would be better not to go to the other ex- 
treme now. 

Mr. Williams, of Massachusetts, protested 
against the resolution in quite along speech. 
He warned the majority that if they sincerely 
believed that they had just cause hasty and 
oppressive methods in forwarding that cause 
would be the best argument.that could be 
used against them and against their cause. 

Mr. Bartine agreed with Mr. Williams that 
hasty action would hurt the silver men. 

Mr. Stone, of Pennsy!vania, opposed the res- 
olution as being a verdict taken before any 
evidence was put in. 

Mr. Epes, of Virginia, said he was elected 
on a free silver platform, but did not wish to 
have the question forced until he had a little 
more light. 

Determined to Press It. 

Mr. Pierce expressed himself as determined 
to press the resolution. 

Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, came out 
strongly for free coinage and against unneces- 
sary dela¥v, but thought the resolution should 
not be adopted just yet. He would only con- 
sent with the understanding that at the next 
meeting the question should come up again. 

Mr. Bland, chairman, also thought that the 
resolution might go over, but suggested thata 
change in its form might make it unobjection- 
able. He suggested that the resolution be 
modified so as to simply announce it to be the 
purpose of the committee to take up the coin- 
age question at once. 

No opposition was manifested to this modi- 
fication, although Mr. Williams inquired if 
even such a resolution ought to be reported at 
the first meeting. 

Withdrawn for the Present. 

Mr. Pierce finally withdrew his resolution 
for the present, and by common consent the 
subject went over until the next meeting. 

Mr. Johnson, of North Dakota, in the course 
of the proceedings, said his views were against 
free coinage, and he was one of those who op- 
posed the resolution of Mr. Pierce and favored 
more information being laid before the com- 
mittee prior to action. 

Mr. Bartine, in another speech drawn out 
by suggestions of juearings, said he never 
would consent to any long hearings. The com- 
wittee had hada surfeit of them last year. 

The meeting closed after Mr. Williams 
brought to the attention of the committee the 
question of the adoption of the metric system. 
Mr. Bland proposed to refer the subject to a 
subcommittee, and this will be done. The 
committee meets again next Wednesday. 


Mr. Bland Interviewed. 
After the meeting Chairman Bland said to 


an Associated Press reporter: 

“There isno doubt thatthe sense of the 
committee isin favor of a free coinage bil. 
The resolution which Mr. Pierce today intro- 
duced was merely to test the sense of the com- 
mittee on the silver question. 

‘* A fter some Ciscussicn it was decided to post- 
pone the resolution until next Wednesday, to 
await a full attendance of members of the 
committee. There is evidently a majority of 
the committee favorable to the resolution, but 
we thought that there should be fair oppor- 
tunity for full discussion.” 

‘*You think the resolution for the free coin- 
age bill will be adopted ?”’ 

“‘T think the temper of the committee is to 
make upthe subject without delay, and re- 
port a free coinage bill to the house at an 
early day.” 

‘‘Will the bill be strictly a free-coinazge bill, 
or will coinage be limited to the American 
product ?” 

“There will be no American product about 
it, or any other limitations. It will be a general 
free-coinage bill, and, in my opinion, such a 
bill will pass the house.”’

The Terminal People Are Considering a 
Bold Stroke 


AND MAY LET THE CENTRAL SYSTEM GO. 


In Which Event It Would Stand on 
Its Own Bottom. 


THOMAS AND BRICE SAID TO FAVOR IT 


Interesting Gossip Aboutithe Possible Fut- 
ure ofthe Central Road—The Policy 
of Thomas and Brice. 


New York, January 13.—[Special.]—Will 
the Richmond Terminal surrende®the Cen- 
tral railroad system of Georgia? 

That is the question, and it seems now 
that those in charge have about made. up 
their minds to do so in order to be relieved 
from further trouble and the constant an- 
noyance to which they are subjected by ad- 
verse iegislation and criticism in Georgia. 

It is said that both Messrs. Brice and 
Thomas have been thinking of the matter 
seriously, and have come to the conclu- 
sion that it will strengthen the Terminal 
to surrender the Central system to its stock- 
hoiders and let them operate it entirely in- 
dependent of the Terminal. 

How the Central Was Acquired. 

The Central system was leased by the Termi- 
nal after a vigorous fight in the board, in 
which the element now in charge of the 
Terminal system opposed the transaction. It 
will be remembered that the lease was 
brought about by the Messrs. Calhoun, who 
had the co-operation of President Inman, who 
thought it would be a big deal forthe Termi- 
nal to acquire the Central system. The Cal- 
houns worked the matter up beautifully, and 
were tireless in their efforts to secure complete 
control of the Central, until they were satis- 
fied in having their work crowned with suc- 
cess. Thus it was that the great Central sys- 
tem was leased to the Georgia Pacific, one of 
the lines of the Terminal system, which does 
not pay its operating expenses, and which is 
said to be about the poorest first-class line in 
America. 

When this deal was effected the Terminal 
system found itself in complete charge of the 
Richmond and Danville, Georgia Pacific and 
Central system of Georgia. 

Thomas Saw It. 

General Thomas, with his. wsual foresight, 
saw that there would be trouble if the Termi- 
nal secured the Central system. Mr. Brice 
agreed with him, and both were opposed to the 
lease. They held that the Central 
system was a competing line to 
the Richmond and Danville, and that 
the Terminal would be certain to get into 
trouble with the state of Georgia by a viola- 
tion of the commands of its constitution. It 
is reported among the financial gossips on 
Wall street today that General Thomas 
warned the Terminal that it would find itself 
in deep water ifit took hold of the Central. 
‘“‘For,’’ said he, ‘‘the main system of the Cen- 
tral railroad, taken in connection with the 
Ocean Steamship line, forms one of the great 
arteries of trade between New York and Geor- 
gia-points. Likewise, the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, operating from Atlanta to Norfulk, and 
West Point, connecting with the Old Domin- 
ion Steamship line, forms another of the great 
arteries of trade between New York and Geor- 
gia. There is most active competition between 
these two routes, both operating in Georgia, 
and their consolidation would certainly not 
favor the continuance of that competition.’’ 

So Did Brice. 

It is reported that Messrs. Thomas and Brice 
argued that as soon as the consolidation was 
effected, the soliciting agents of both lines 
would be withdrawn, and that the public would 
be left tochoose whichever it wanted without 
the usual assurances, courtesies, and induce- 
ments brought about by competition. 

This very thing has happend. While every 
city in Georgia had traveling agents represent- 
ing both lines, now the Richmond and Dan- 
ville mananswers for both. Soliciting is not 
at the premium it was two years ago, for with 
the Terminal company incharge of the Central, 
it is immaterial whether freight goes by way 
of Savannah or by Norfolk, so far as the sys- 
tem is concerned. 

Why They Want to Drop It. 

Messrs. Thomas and Brice are said to favor 
dropping the Central railroad rather than to 
continue a constant fight to hold it. While 
nothing definite can be ascertained, it may be 
put down as a settled fact that a movement 
will be inaugurated very soon looking to the 
turning over of the Central railroad to its 
stockholders with a view to independent man- 
agement. This can only be done by consent 
of the Central railroad, which is now leased 
to the Terminal at a7 per cent guarantee. 

The question now arises, will the Central 
consent to jet the Terminal drop it and resume 
the status it occupied in Georgia before the 
lease was made, or willit hold the Terminal 
to the conditions of the lease contract ? 

They Fear the Courts. 

Another reason, which it is said prompts the 
desire of the management of the Terminal to 
drop the Central, is the fear that the courts of 
Georgia will declare the lease void asa _ viola- 
tion of the constitution whenever the issue is 
made. 

They would prefer to drop it gracefully and 
get the credit for so doing, rather than to have 
it taken from them by order of the courts. 

Strong intimation has aiready been received 
that suit will be brought atan early date to 
break the lease. Abundant evidence can be 
shown in the courts that the result of the lease 
is disastrous to competition, and the manage- 
ment does not see that the prospect of the lease 
being sustained in the courts is very bright. 

Neither General Thomas nor Mr. McBride fa- 
vored the Terminal! system’s opposing the vig- 
orous steps proposed by the Georgia legisla- 
ture against the system. 

It was contrary to their policy to make such 
a strenuous fight before the legislature, and an 
intimate friend of both said to your correspon- 
dent that they really would not have cared a 
cent if any of the extreme bills which were 
before the legislature had passed. Indeed, 
they would have been perfectly willing to 
have had such laws enacted, for the first effect 
of such legislation would have thrown the 
Central railroad system intothe hands of a 
receiver. Such legislation would have re- 
lieved the Terminal of its big price lease of 
the Central, and would have put itin a posi- 
tion where is could have bonght the road at 
receiver’s sale at a great deal better bargain 
than that represented by the lease. While 
they would not have bought it as representing 


the Terminal system, those who control the 
Terminal] would have picked it up, and they 
could have done so ata much cheaper rate 
than that at which the Terminal people 
leased the system. 

They Are Consulting. 

The matter is being seriously considered 
now by those in charge, and it may be that 
any day will bring forth important results on 
this line. 

Whatever is done, there is no doubt but that 
the sentiment of those who are in charge of 
the machine is fin favor of cutting the Cen- 
tral from the Terminal system and letting it 
stand on its own bottom. 


WHERE THE WAR VESSELS ARE. 


In Case of War with Chile, Our Ships Are 
at Convenient Points. 

WASHINGTON, January 13.—Inreply to an 
inquiry as to the truth of a report that an ulti- 
matum demanding an instant apology and 
reparation has been cabled to Chile, President 
Harrison this afternoon said he has sent no ul- 
timatum to Chile, and is still devoting him- 
self to a careful examination of the volumin- 
ous Chilean correspondence. 

The navy department is informed that the 
Bennington arrived at Montevideo today. It 
is expected that the Atlanta will arive there 
this evening or tomorrow. These two vessels 
will increase the American fleet at that point 
to five, the others being the flagship Chicago 
and the Essex and Yautic. These will all be 
available in case negotiation with Chile should 
assume amore warlike aspect than at present. 
The Philadeiphia, Concord and Kearsage are 
at Port-au-Prince, and could be utilized in the 
event of prolonged trouble together with the 
Miantonomoh at New York, and the Newark 
at Norfolk. 

The disposition of vessels on the Pacific 
station is as follows: The San Francisco and 
Charleston are at San Diego; the Baltimore 
and Mohican at San Francisco, the Pensacola 
at Honolulu, the Boston at Calloa, the York- 
town at Valparaiso, and the Iroquois at 
Samoa. 


What Cramp Says. 

Mr. Cramp, the Philadelphia shipbuilder, 
was at the navy department today, in con- 
ference with officials in regard to the condi- 
tion of work on navy vessels now under con- 
struction at his yards. He said that the work 
was progressing as rapidly as possible, but was 
hampered by a scarcity of materials. For this 
reason, he could not say positively when the 
cruiser New York would be ready for her trial 
trip. Cruiser No. 12, better known as the 
Pirate, is well under way, and will be ready 
for launching in May. 

Captain Schley’s Report. 


WASHINGTON, January 13.—The final re- 
port of Captain Schley, commanding the 
cruiser Baltimore, in regard to the assault on 
the sailors of that vessel at Valparaiso on the 
16th of October, was received at the navy de- 
partment today. ' 

In it Captain Schley makes the positive 
statement that the only interview he ever had 
with Judge of Crimes Foster, of Chile, on the 
subject of the attatk on the Baltimore’s sail- 
ors, occurred shortly after that event, and be- 
fore its full gravity was known and understood 
at Valparaiso. At that interview Captain 
Schley says Judge Foster expreasiy stated to 
him that what caused the attack was the 
hatred that the lower class of Chil. ans had for 
Americans because of the belief that the 
Americans had been on the side of Balmaceda. 
This expression of Judge Foster is regarded by 
naval otticers as highly significant, in view of 
his subsequent statements in regard to the 
Baltimore incident. The interview took place 
before the receipt of the president’s note 
— on the Chilean government for repara- 
tion. 


THE INQUIRY ENDED, 


And the Testimony Shows That the Attack 
Was Premeditated. 

VALLEJO, Cal., January 15.—The Baltimore 
inquiry was completed late this afternoon. It 
has lasted six days, and every aspect of the 
affair has been fully investigated. The first 
four days were taken up with the testimony of 
men who related their individual experiences 
during the riot. By these facts were clearly 
brought out that the attack was premeditated, 
and that the police and soldiers aided the mob 
in their deadly work. The fifth day medical 
officers of the ship testified as to the wounds 
received by the Baltimore’s men and as to the 
criminal neglect of the wounded sailors injthe 
Valparaiso hospital, the authorities refusing to 
treat the men themselves or to allow the Bal- 
timore’s surgeons to do so. 

Several senior officers testified as to the legal 
proceedings in Valparaiso, bringing out clearly 
the utter failure of the Valparaiso court 
to establish anything to the detri- 
ment of the sailors, and the care 
which the judge of crimes exercised in avoid- 
ing any questions which might bring forth re- 
flections on the Valparaiso police. Then 
Captain Schley took the stand and proceeded 
to give.a resume of the whole history of the 
ship since first reaching Valparaiso. He 
spoke over an hour, clearly and forcibly, and 
was listened to with great attention by 
the audience that crowded the courtroom. 
He showed forth piainly the inception and 
growth of the anti-American feeling 
among the Chileans, and the many discourte- 
sies he was subjected to. He saw over seventy 
of bis men on shore shortly before the riots 
began and they were all sober. But even if 
they had not been, he declar.d he saw no rea- 
son why they should have been visited with 
capital punishment for being drunk. 

Lieutenant McCrea testified at length as to 
the ill feeling towards Americans. The Quin- 
teros affair was the greatest cause of ill 
feeling. 

The refugee Itata and cable questions next 
came in the order named. Valparaiso was 
filled with lies and exaggerated stories of all 
kinds. 

Captain Schley, commanding the Baltimore, 
testified: 

‘‘When we arrived at Iquique it was in pos- 
session of the congressionalists. The people 
there, though not hostile, were decidedly cool. 
The junta, in surrendering the Itata, stated 
that they did so because they could not en- 
dorse so palpable a violation of the laws of 
neutrality, nor could they defend the action of 
their officers in escaping from the municipal 
authorities of San Diego. Nevertheless after 
her delivery the whole tone of the people 
changed. Papers stated that the United 
States was guilty of an act of injustice which 
could never be forgotten or forgiven.”’ 


SAFE ON THE YORKTOWN, 


Refugees Taken From the Legations at Val- 
paraiso. 


WASHINGTON, January 13.—Secretary Tracy 
today received a cable message from Com- 
mander Evans, of the gunboat Yorktown, at 
Valparaiso, saying that the last of the Chilean 
refugees who have been under the protection 
ofthe different legations at Santiago were 
safely transferred to the Yorktown yesterday. 
There were seven of these refugees, he says— 
five at the United States legation and two at 
the Spanish legation. They were accompa- 

rom Santiago to the Yorktown by the 
American, Italian and Spanish ministers, and 
will remain cn the vessel until the 16th 
instant, when they will be transferred to a 
Pacific mai! steainer for Panama en route for 
Europe. 


High-Priced Horsefiesh. 

WASHINGTON, January 13.—J. Malcolm Forbes, 
of Boston, has purchased from Senator Stanford 
the celebrated trotting horse Arnon, which as a 
two-year-old has arecord of 2:10%4. The bargain 
was consummated yesterday. While the exact 
amount paid for the horse cannot now be obtained, 
is is known that the figures closely approximate 
$150,000. This is the highest priceever paid for a 
horse in the history of the world. The nearest ap- 
hes to it are $105,000 Axtell and 
$100,000 paid for St. Biaise.

Lonpon, January 13.—Cardinal Manning, 
who, it was announced yesterday, was suffer- 
ing from bronchitis and slight congestion of 
the lungs, has grown rapidly worse since the 
last bulletin issued last night, and this morn- 
ing his physicians declare that his condition is 
very grave, and express little hope of his re-

covery. His eminence is very weak, and so 
little hope 4s entertained that he will recover 
that the last sacrament of the church has been 
administered to him. 

A Sketch of His Life. 

Henry Edward Manning was born in 1808. 
His father was a London merchant, and at one 
time governor of the Bank of England. Young 
Manning was sent to the fashionable public 
school of Harrow, and afterwards to Merton 
college, Oxford, where he became the friend 
of such men as Gladstone, the Wilberforces, 
Newman, Heber and Percy Smith. After a 
successful college career he took the holy or- 
ders, and was appointed rector of Lavington, 
in Sussex, in 1834, and was soon afterwards 
made arclideacon of Chichester ~~" 

In the tractarian movement at Oxford, 
Archdeacon Manning has played a consider- 
able part, but it was quite unconsciously that 
he drifted into the fold of the Catholic church. 
On one occasion he preached a violent tirade 
against the pope, at Oxford,and Newman, 
who was on the point of renouncing his relig- 
ion, refused to receive his old friend. 

In 1851, owing to the Gorham decision, Man- 
ning joined the Catholic church, entered the 
priesthood, and six years later founded the 
congregation of Oblates of St. Charles Bor- 
romeo. In 1865 he succeeded Cardinal Wise- 
man as archbishop of Westminister. In 1875 
he became a cardinal. 

On June 8th, Cardinal Manning celebrated 
the twenty-fifth year of his archiepiscopate, 
when not only Catholic England, headed by 
the duke of Norfolk, but his Protestant fellow- 
subjects joined in paying the pure-minded 
priest honor, 

There was this afternoon a marked change 
for the worse in the condition of Cardinal Man- 
ning. He is now in a desperate condition, and 
itis believed that his death isa question of 
but a very brief time. _

The Gossip of Royalty. 

Mr. Labouchere has had several interesting 
paragraphs on the question.of a provision for the 
prince and his bride.

DEATH OF MAJOR LAWTON 


Demise of One of Macon’s Richest and Best 
Known Men, 

Macon, Ga., January 13.—[Special.]—Major 
R. F. Lawton, one of Macon’s wealthiest and 
most prominent citizens, died this morning at 
his residence on College street, at 3 o’clock. 

The cause of his death 

was a malignant tu- 

mor of the stomach. 

Major Lawton com- 

menced to fail in 

health about fifteen 

months ago, and tried 

in vain to conquer the 

disease by the best 

medica] skill in this 

country and in Europe. 

Major Lawton was 

born in Buford, 8. 

C., about fifty-three 

years ago. He gradu- 

ated with first honors 

at the Charleston Mili- 

wAson 8. ¥. Lawroy. (tY Scademy in 1862 
ted he was appointed drill master 
at Charleston, and afterwards be- 
came adjutant and served in General 
Iverson’s brigade until the close of the war. 
He was a brave and true soldier. He was at 
the capture of General Stoneman near Macon, 
and retained St.neman’s horse until atter the 
war. He was one of the finest horsemen in 
the confederate service. Just before the close of 
the war he married Miss Lizzie-McLeoud, of 
Charleston, and soon after the war he moved 
to Macon and engagedin business. In 1871 
he was instrumental in organizing the Ex- 
change bank, became cashier and remained 
such until 1879, when he established his own 
rivate bank. In July, 1887, he organized the 
erchants’ National bank, and was elected 
president, which position he held at the time 
of his death. He was also president of 


é land joan tirm of Lawton & Smith, a 


member of the bond commission of the city 
of Macon, and connected with various other 
enterprises. 

In 1871 Major Lawton’s first wife died. 
Afterwards he married Miss Carrie Willing- 
ham, daughter of B. L. Wiilingham, of Macon. 
Mrs. Lawton and eight children, five boys and 
three girls, survive the deceased. Miss Lizzie 
Lawton is the only one of the children who is 
grown. 

Major Lawton was very successful! in busi- 
ness. He leaves an estate worth $150,000. 
His life is insured for $93,000. About two 
years:ago,and onlyashort time Defore his 
health commenced to decline, he oueen 
$50,000 he had been carrying in the New 
York Life. Had he continued this his insur- 
ance would have amounted to $143,000. 

Major Lawton. was a member of the First 
Baptist church. The funeral services will be 
held tomorrow morning at 11 o’clock from the 
late residence of the deceased. Rev. Dr. E. 
W. Warren will officiate.

A HEAVY RAINFALL IN ATLANTA. 


Western Mails Demoralized—Railroad 
Tracks Washed Up and Submerged. 
Today Will End It. 


— 


It has been raining almost incessantly in 
Atlanta for more than fifty hours. 

The rainfall from 12 o’clock Tuesday to noon 
yesterday was threo and one-half inches, being 
the heaviest that has fallen in Atlanta for 
many months. 

This rain has completely eliminated, all 
danger of a water fawine in Atlanta during 
the construction of the new waterworks, and 
the city reservoir is now full to overflowing. 
» Sunday night a heavy rain storm struck the 
coast at Galveston, Tex., and within afew 
hours had swept the entire gulf states, follow- 
ing closely the waters bordering the territory 
as Charleston. The main body 

water has fallen between 
Birmingham and Mobile, Ala, be- 
tween Meridian and Biloxi, Miss., and 
vetween Atlanta and Brunswick. Several 
stroams in Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas are higher than they were ever 
known to be before, and thousands of dollars 
of damage has already been reported. 

The Storm in Atlanta. 

On its circle around the gulf, the storm 
struck Atlanta early Monday morning, or late 
Sunday night, and it has never entirely coased 
raining as long as twenty minutes since. 

The rainfall in Atlanta, up to 12 o’clock last 
night, has been more thanfour inches, over 
three inches of which had fallen the twenty- 
four hours next preceding that time. 

This isthe heaviest rain Atlanta has had 
since July 26, 1899, when the records show 
3} inches in.twenty-four hours. 

On May 25th of the same year, the records 
give four inches in twenty-four hours, 

On September 16, 1888, the heaviest rain fe)! 
fn Atlanta of which there are any figures on 
record. 

In twenty-four hours there was a rainfall of 
something over six inches. 

From Atlanta the storm pursued its east- 
ward course along the gulf line, becoming con- 
siderably milder, however, after leaving 
Savannah. | 

Georgia Pacific trdin No. 51, which leaves 
Atlanta at 11:05 o’clock, was abandoned last 


night on account of high water. 

Georgia Pacific train 51, coming into Atlanta 
reached Tallapoosa, but could come no further 
and was abandoned. 

Atlanta and West Point train No. 50, going 
out, had to be abandoned, and train No, 52 
coming in, could gono further than LaGrange 
and was suspended. 

At West Point, 


Advices from West Point report the Chatta- 
hoochee ten feet above the high-water mark, 
andistill rising. 

Not much damage has yet been done in the 
town, but the farmers along the river are 
suffering considerable loss. 

A portion of the Atlanta and West Point 
road is submerged, but it is thought not yet 
sufticiently to delay the trains. A new bridge 
has recently been constructed over the. river at 
Wesat Point, which is six feet higher than the 
old one, otherwise it would have been im- 
possible for the trains to pass. 

The water was rapidly rising at West Point 
last night. At o’clock the operator there was 
forced to leave her office on account of the 
water. It wasstill rising atalate hour last 
night, but the bridge was safe at 12 o’clock. 

High Water in Columbua. 

A gentieman from Columbus reports that 
the Chattahoochee has reached the high-water 
mark there, and grave fears of serious damage 
are entertained. The fierce current of the 
river is dashing with force, and rapidly climb- 
ing the walls ofthe Eagle and Phenix mills 
and other factories. 

Up to last night no damage of consequence 
nad been reported. 

The Oconee Rising. 

The Oconee was reported to be rising rap- 
idly last night, but no trains were delayed. 
Considerabie damage is reported to farm prop- 
erty along the river. 

Alabama Flooded. / 

The Louisville and Nashville railroad tracks 
at Brewton, Ala., on the Mobile and Mont- 
gomery division of the road, are under. water 
and several sections have been washed up. 
The trains are delayed on account of the con- 
tinued rains and consequent steady rise of the 
Water. 

At Mount Meigs, twenty-six miles above 
Montgomery, the Atlanta. and West Point 
track is washed up for a considerable distance, 
but itis believed that if the rain ceases trains

The New Orleans and  Meri- 
dian mails are all demoralized, and 
can’t reach the Georgia connections, 
either by the, Queen and Crescent, 
which is under water at ‘l'uscaloosa, Ala., or 
the Louisville and Nashville, which is washed 
up at Brewton. ‘The local mai) from along the 
line of the Marietta and North Georgia is en- 
tirely cut off.

In many stores can be seen the proprietors on 
the first floor, with not a siugle article for 
sale, for they are up higher.

The Raging Etowah. 


Canton, Ga., January 13.—[Special.]— 
During the last twenty-four hours the water 
in the Etowah river at this place has risen 
fifteen feet or nore and is now two feet higher 
than it was during the freshet of 1886, when it 
reached the highest point then known to the 
oldest inhabitants.

The Complaints Being Made by Marietta 
People 


BECAUSE OF NARROWING SCHEDULES, 


They Are Now Looking Forward to a Con- 
tinuous Street Car Line Which Will 
Unite the Two Cities. 


Marietta, Ga., January 13.—[Special.}— 
An electric line for Marietta. Our people 
have been considerably agitated about the 
changes made inthe schedules for passenger 
trains on the Western and Atlantic railroad 
since the new management took possession of 
the road under their lease. 

Taking Off Trains. 

Under the old management a most liberal 
policy was pursued toward Marietta and the 
other towns along the line, and seven passen- 
ger trains were run each way daily between 
Marietta and Atlanta. Since then first one 
train and then another has been taken off, 
until only four each way daily are run between 
these points, and now it seems to be a settled 
fact that the mid-day schedules are also to go 
off, leaving us with only three each way daily. 

They Must Come to Atlanta. 

A large number of Marictta people do busi- 
ness in Atlanta, and are atthe mercy of the 
railroad schedule to get to and from their 
places of business, and quite a number of 
school boys and girls live here and go toschool 
in Atlanta, and many have heretofore lived 
here more cheaply than they could in a large 
city, and by means of monthly tickets have 
gone to Atlanta to their work there, and a 
great number of others are greatly inconven- 
ienced by the changes, fand a strong meve- 
mentis on foot to bring the Atlanta and 
Chattahoochee railroad to Marietta. ‘Thisline 
is practically a certainty from Atlanta to the 
Chattahoochee river, and from there to Mari- 
etta is only a distance of about twelve wiles. 

Marietta Taking Hold. 

The company building that road has made a 
proposition to our citizens, and a subscription 
list is now being circulated upon which liberal 
subscriptions are placed, and it is thought that 
under the peculiar circumstances it will only 
be a short time in becoming a reality. 
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TORTURED TO DEATH. 


The Indignities Infiicted Upon Larkin Nix 
Gefore He Was Lynched. 

Boston, Ga., January 13.—[Special.]—The 
lynching of old man Larkin Nix, in Mitchell 
county a short time ago, only created a slight 
ripple of excitement at the time. THE ConstTtI- 
TUTION has already published the particulars 
of the brutal murder of this defenceless old 
man, and the subsequent arrest of a number of 
so-called prominent citizens of Mitchell county 
on indictments found by the grand jury in 
November last. 

Your correspondent has just heard some 
rumors, said to be founded on facts, that shows 
the murder to have been one of the most brutal 
ever committed inGeorgia.

AN OLD FIRM FAILS. | 


Freeman & (Crankshaw Go to the 
Wall, 


WITH LIABILITIES AMOUNTING T0 $85,000 


While Their Assets Fall $20,000 Below 
That Figure—Six Mortgages 
Foreclosed. 


Freeman & Crankshaw, the well-known 
Whitehall street jewelers, failed to open their 
door yesterday morning. 

This was a surprise to all whe, passed the 
place. 

But the surprise was made greater when a 
card posted on the door announced that the 
firm had suspended business. 

The foreclosure of several heavy mortgages 
caused the suspension. 

The liabilities are estimated at from $80,000 
to $85,000, 

The market value of the assets of the firm is 
estimated at about $65,000. 

Yesterday morning three mortgages were re- 
corded in Clerk Tanner’s office affainst Free- 
man & Crankshaw. 

The largest one, held by the Lowry 
Banking Company, was for $11,339. One held 
by Mrs. Fannie F. Iverson was for $7,196, and 
one by the Merchants’ bank, of Atlanta, for 
$6,479.56. Added to all these was 10 per cent 
attorneys’ fees. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday morning Deputy 
Sheriff E. A. Donehoo was given the mort- 
gages for foreclosure, and with them he went 
to Freeman & Crankshaw’s place on White- 
hall street. 

But the doors had already been closed, and 
the paper onthe door, signed by the firm, 
stated that they had decided to quit trading 
and to liquidate all debts, and that they would 
prepare a statement for their creditors. 

In the afternoon three other mortgages against 
the firm were foreclosed. These mortgages were 
held as follows: Mrs. Leila P. Freeman, $4,918; 
Albert H. Cox,$1,000; Mrs. Leila P. Freeman, 
$8,484. 


A large am ount of the indebtedness of the 


firm is unsecured by mortgage or otherwise, 
and a fight will be made for a receiver. 


The firm has nothing to say, but will make 


a full statement in writing, which is now be- 
ing prepared. 

The firm is one of the oldest and best known 
in Atlanta. Its credit has always been good 
in the business w« world.

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Mail Delivery in the Country. 

THE CONSTITUTION’S advices 
from Washington give assurance of the 
passage of a bill providing for the free 
delivery of mail in towns exceeding 500 
inhabitants, and there is 
bility of securing the same for the rural 
districts. 

It is to be hoped that these facilities 
will be extended so as to embrace the 
small towns and the districts. 
The mail service is not run for revenue. 
It is designed for the convenience of the 
whole people, and it falls far short of 
its scope and purpose when it specially 
benefits certain classes and localities, and 
leaves others not equally well provided 
for. : 

If the government does not feel justi- 
fied in perfecting its mail delivery system 
at the present time on the lines indi- 
cated, it strikes us that, as between the 
towns exceeding 500 inhabitants and the 
rural districts, the preference should be 
given to the latter. This proposition is 
almost too plain to require argument. 
In the towns the people are all collected 
together within easy walking distance of 
the postoflice, and they are able to 
post their letters and call for their mail 
once or twice a day without losing time 
from their work or business, But out 
in the country among the farmers it is 
very different. When they go to town 
for their mail they lose time and labor, 
and the wear and tear of their convey- 
ances should also be considered. There 
are other strong arguments in favor of 
free rural mail delivery. It would in- 
crease correspondence and cause more 
newspapers and periodicals to circulate 
out in the country. Such results would 
be educational. First-class mail facili- 
ties would make the dwellers on lonely 
farms and plantations more intelligent 
and better educated. They would be 
brought in touch with the progress of 
the great world. They would be more 
contented, and better able to improve 
their condition. Naturally, all this 
would tend to remove the distaste which 
many people have for farm life, and the

country would become more thickly set- 


tled. Give the farmers this convenience, 
and the inevitable effect will be more 
and better schools, more enjoyable social 
conditions, and a more prosperous busi- 
ness and industrial outlook, 

The proposed improvement in our mail 
service should take in both town and 
country, but, for the reasons suggested, 
jf only one can. be thus favored at pres- 
ent, let it be the country by all means. 


All for Tariff Reform, 

A good many sensitive democrats in New 
York state are disposed to eriticise Mr. 
Cleveland’s speech at the Jackson banquet, 
especially those parts of it in which he 
seems to discover a tendency on the part 
of the democratic party to lower its colors 
and ‘‘turnits back on the enemy.’’ Even 
The New York World remarks editorially 
that “‘Mr. Cleveland’s solemn injunctions 
were well phrased, but there are no indica- 
tions yet that they are really needed.”’ 

Is is to be feared that Mr. Cleveland gets 
his political information from those news- 
papers and politicians who affect to believe 
that the cause of tariff reform depends 
solely on one or two individuals. If this is 
the case it would enlarge his vision materi- 
ally to look to other sources of information 
—to regard events rather than the proph- 
ecies of those who think that the defeat of 
an individual means the defeat of tariff re- 
form. As The World says, there is assuredly 
nothing in the situation—no development 
or suggestion of development—that would 
seem to justify the solemn injunctions of 
Mr. Cleveland. The democrats in congress 
belong to the same party that elected Mr. 
in 1884, and that voted for 
him in 1888. There is no difference 
whatever among them as to the necessity 
of tariff reform, and there is no intention on 
the part of any of them to subordinate the 
tariff reform to any other issue. 

The only difference that is known to exist 
is as to the proper method of attacking the 
high protective tariff so as to place tbe 
democratic party in a position to carry out 
itsideas of reform. It seemstobe a diffi- 
cult matter to convincesome of our public 
men that whatever policy tends to give the 
democratic party control of the government 
is really a move in the direction of tariff re- 
form to which the party is solemnly pledged. 
When one says a general tariff bill is the 
thing, another that a series of bills is better, 
and another that a movement of protest and 
repeal will prove to be the most effectual, 
are we to understand that among these 
three there is but one tariff reformer? This 
seems to be the idea of the brethren who 
are engaged in deceiving Mr. Cleveland and 
themselves. Whatever method of attack 
will win, that isthe true policy—the policy 
that will make tariff reform possible Let 
the party in congress decide on the policy 
whieh, in the judgement of the leaders, will 
prove to be most effective. The pledges of

‘Concerning the Strike. 

During the past few days Tuk Con- 
STITUTION has printed all the news con- 
cerning tha, strike in our street car ser- 
vice, but, while giving the news, we have 
not done so with a view to purpose ex- 
aggeration to encourage the strike, for we 
believe that it is to be regretted that 
the step was takeri. ; 

We do not believe in strikes as the best 
method of settling differences between cap- 
ital and Jabor—between employers and 
employes. Ninety-nine times out of a 
hundred labor gets the worst of it. |This 
fact has been recognized by the great 
labor organizations, and they now favor 
more satisfactory modes of adjusting dif- 
ferences, 

In the strike of the electric car men 
we have stated impartially the facts of 
the case, and we have fortunately been 
able to assist some of the men who lost 
their jobs to get other places. But we 
have not flagrantly encouraged it at the 
sacrifice of the truth and our honest 
duty as a newspaper. We believe the 
strike will have the direct opposite ef- 
fect from that intended, and that its in- 
stigators are pursuing the surest way to 
prevent a raise in wages. It is plain 
enough that the strikers cannot stop the 
operations of the street railway company 
when there are ten applications for every 
vacancy, and plenty of men seeking em- 
ployment who are glad of the opportunity 
to take the places of the strikers. 

The best thing that the friends of la- 
bor can do is to try and bring about a 
better understanding of the situation be- 
tween all the parties interested. They 
make a serious mistake when they advise 
a strike as the remedy for alleged griev- 
ances. In the first place it is not a good 
remedy, and in the second place, there 
are sO many unemployed men that ijt can 
not succeed. 

THE CONSTITUTION is ready to do its 
level best to guard and maintain the 
rights of labor, but it has no purpose 
or selfish inspiration to make it unsettle 
business enterprise injure the city or work 
harm to its industries. +

Who Was the General? 

The Boston Herald, speaking of an Italian 
officer who was recently acquitted of the 
murder of certain natives in Africa, upon 
the plea that they were suspected of stirring 
up local discontent against the Italians, ad- 
mits that such a murder had some justifica- 
tion. 

It reminds The Herald of an incident in 
our civil war. A union general quartered 
in a southern city had secret evidence that a 
man was going to assassinate him. He 
thought that a public trial, even though it 
resulted in a conviction, would encourage 
others to attempt thesamecrime. Believing 
this, he intimated to a subordinate that it 
would be a good thing to have the would-be 
assassin quietly put out of the way. The 
subordinate took the hint, and one day the 
general’s enemy disappeared. No questions 
were asked by the federal commander, but 
he drew his own conclusions. ‘‘This,’’ says 
The Herald, ‘‘like the Italian incident, was 
murder, and yet, as the killing in battle is 
murder performed under qualifying circum- 
stances, so an incident such as this may ad- 
mit of some degree of justificatton.”’ 

We are quite ready to swallow this cold- 
blooded little story, vouched for by the Bos- 
ton paper, but our curiosity is naturally ex- 
cited. Who was the general? And who 
was the man so summarily disposed of with- 
out a trial, and without a chance to deny the 
charge against him? In what city did all 
this occur—in Atlanta, or in New Orleans? 


The Gold Bugs Alarmed. 

The proposed admission of New Mexico 
and Arizona into the union, with all the 
rights of statehood, alarms The Boston Ad- 
vertiser. 

It is feared by the gold bugs that with 
these two new states there would be a work- 
ing majority for free coinage in the senate. 
‘On that ground alone,’’ says The Adver- 
tiser, ‘*they should be opposed by all sound 
money congressmen.’’ The New England 
congressmen are appealed toon this line, 
and the point is also made that the terri- 
tories in question have too many Mexicans 
and Mormons to make it desirable to confer 
statehood upon them. 

But The Advertiser’s main objection is 
the fact that the seriators from the new 
states would be free silver coinage men. In 
order to cripple our currency and increase 
the purchasing power of the capital now 
controlled by the gold bugs, the opponents 
of free silver are ready to deny New Mexico 
and Arizona their rights, and leave them 
out in the cold for an indefinite period. 
This is an indirect way of securing the rule 
of the minority, and anything more un- 
American and undemocratic could not be 
imagined. 

When a territory is properly qualified for 
admission asa state it savors of pothouse 
politics to object on the ground that her 
delegation in congress will yote for or 
against a measure affecting the general wel- 
fare of the people. 

This latest development in the line of 


gold bug tactics will not commend itself to 
fair-minded men. 


Harrison and Hard Times. 
Undoubtedly the people have had more 
than their share of trouble under Harrison. 
During the four years of democratic ad- 
ministration before Harrison’s inauguration 
business was active, manufactures were 
booming, and wages were good. It was a 


| prosperous period, without a panic. 


But with the incoming of the present ad- 
ministration everything changed, and we 
have not enjoyed a single prosperous year. 
Despite the so-called protection, manufac- 
tures in general have been depressed, the 
farmers have suffered as they never suffered 
before, and wages have declined, We have 
had one money panic, and almost another. 

It was one of the loudest boasts of the re- 
publicans that under Harrison and protection 
wage workers would receive better wages, 
How has that promise been kept? Every- 
where big concerns have reduced expenses 
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and lowered wages, with only a few unim- 
portant exceptions. More men now walk 
the streets of the cities and tramp the coun- 
try roads in search of work than were ever 
seen before. So great is the distress of the 
masses under the Harrison administration 
that a bitter feeling against the rich has 
become widespread, and has resulted in 
actual and threatened violence. Sage and 
Gould are not the only capitalists whose 
lives are in danger. If the newspapers are 
correctly informed, hundteds of rich men in 
New York and elsewhere have employed 
body guards for their protection. 

And now the wage workers and the masses 
will be urged to vote for Harrison again, or 
for the continuance of the republican policy. 
They have tried it three years, and it has 
well nigh ruined them, 

The average workingman understands the 
situation. He will not take another dose of 
republicanism and McKinleyism if he can 
help himself.

THE BLY TRAGEDY. 


A Father Pats His Daughter’s Lover to 
Death. 


THE DISCOVERY OF THE MURDER 


Leadsto Another Tragedy,in Which the 
Father Is Killed, and a Pitched 
Battle Results, 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., January 13.—[Special.] 
Excitement over the horrible murder of John 
R. Ely, Jr., in Jackson county, Florida, re- 
cently, is still intense. New developments are 
being constantly brought to light. 

THE CONSTITUTION correspondent has just 
returned from a trip near the scene of the 
crime. The record up to date is two dead, two 
in jail for murder, severa! fleeing for their lives, 
families left fatherless and an entire commu- 
nity shocked and in constant dread that the 
worst is yet to come. 

The Murder of Ely. 

About three weeks ago young Ely was taken 
from Greenwood, Fla., by an armed mob. The 
men claimed that Ely had entered the bed- 
room occupied by a daughter of Holiway, the 
leader of the party. Sheriff Scott, of Jackson 
county, was present, but instead of interfering 
he remarked “‘take him beys, but don’t hurt 
him.” 

Fora couple of days nothing more was 
heard of the mob, or what disposition they had 
made of Ely. A posse of forty men, under 
the leadership of Hays Lewis, went in search 
of the body. They went to Holliway’s 
mill, and while they were debating 
as to whether or not to 
turn off the water in the pond a hidden voice 
cried ; 

‘(Look under the lumber.” 

None of the party had madethe remark, 
and the source from which came the myste- 
rious voice is still unknown. 

A search revealed the body under a great 
pile of lumber, with a rope around his neck, 
sitting in an upright position, in a hastily dug 
hole. He had been shot and beaten to 
death, 

Holliway Shot Down. 

While they were loading the body ona 
wagon, Holliway stepped from his place of 
concealment with a Winchester and advanced, 
threatening and cursing the crowd. He waived 
a white handkerchief as asignal to his con- 
federates, also concealed, to commence the at- 
tack, and then, raising his Winchester, he fired 
three times. The fire was returned by the 
posse, killing him instantly. Holliway’s men 
also fired, but both parties finally separated 
without further bloodshed. 

Running Them Down. 

Choice Adams and Henry Simmons have 
been arrested, charged with being parties to 
the murder of Ely. Adams was arrested in 
Alabama. ‘They were given a commitment 
trial at Marianna. The trial lasted four 
days and the excitement was intense. The re- 
sult of the investigation was that the defend- 
ants were committed to jail without benefit of 
bail. 

Choice Adams 1s a brother of the celebrated 
Alabama desperado and outlaw, Bill Addms, 
who has been charged with so many murders. 
Bill Adams was released from the Jackson 
county jail two yearsago by anarmed mob of 
his confederates. The outlaws have announced 
their intention of releasing Choice Adams be- 
fore the time of his trial arrives. 

Guarding Against a Jail Delivery. 

The citizens of Marianna do not know what 
night they may have to defend the jail against 
a delivery. They have been called out twice 
already, but the alarm proved to be false. 

Buck Hall and Seab Esley are being searched 
for. Next to Holliway they were the leaders 
of the murderers. A saloon keeper was 
killed and robbed by some one unknown at 
River Junction a few nights ago. Hall was 
seen in the vicinity, and this last crime may 
have been committed by him. 

It is now known that Ely was not 
guilty of the crime charged. It is 
supposed that he knew too much about illicit 
whisky making and other crimes of which the 
Holliway gang are guilty, and for their own 
safety an excuse was invented to kill him. 
Holliway’s daughter positively denies that Ely 
ever went into her room. Ely’s family was 
at one time wealthyand prominent. A lynch- 
ing will follow if Hall and Esley are caught. 


THEY ALL WENT DOWN, 


Sinking of the Namichow in China Sea. 
Over Four Hundred Lives Lost. 

LonpDON, January 13.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived here today from Hong Kong, stating 
that the steamer Meifoo has arrived at that 
port bringing intelligence of the loss of the 
teaner Namichow,foff Cupeki Poiut. The 
Meifoo reports that a shaft of the Namichow 
broke, it is supposed, at the point where it 
emerges from the hull. This allowed water to 
rush into the shaft and make its way to the 
engine room, thence into the fire room. The 
steamer fires were soon extinguished and she 
settled rapidly. 
in unchecked and in a short time the vessel 
foundered. 

The Namichow was employed in trading lo- 
cally in China seas and she had on board a very 
large number of Chinese passengers. She 
sank so rapidly that it was impossible to 
launch her boats, even had she had enough to 
carry all hands on board. When she went 
down she carried with her 414 persons, every 
one of whom drowned. The steamer was 
officered by Europeans and her crew also con- 
sisted of sailors, fireman, ete., from different 
European countries. They stood at their 
posts to the last and did everything possible to 
save their vessel. All went down with the 
steamer.

They are not incensed be- 
cause Dr. Gercke was defeated, but because a 
negro was elected his successor, The students 
met at the college this morning and adopted 
resolutions, saying they will not go to the 


hospital while Culp‘is in charge, and they will 


not submit to a negro being over them.

That has been expected from the well- 
known views of a majority of the members of 
the committee. The only cpinion I have ex- 
pressed on the subject has not been in opposi- 
tion to free coinage, but a _  convic- 
tion that a free coinage bill could not 
become a law, because of the presdent’s veto. 
I want to say for the benefit of those gentle- 
men who have taken exception tomy New 
York speech, that I have never assumed any 
leadership on the silver question. Inu my New 
York speech, I merely stated the fact that in 
view of the political complexion of the senate 
and house, and the president’s well-known op- 
position to free coinage, no bill could be passed 
securing free coinage, which couldjbecomea law. 
It would be vetoed by the president even if 
it did pass the senate. My assertion was sim- 

ly as toa question of fact—a fact which I 
1ave never heard disputed, and which*even 
iny friend, Mr. Bland, admitted to me a few 
daysago. Of course, he takes the position 
that that fact does not absolve him from 
making any effort to pass such a bill.” 

‘What is your opinion as to the ultimate 
passage of a free coinage bill through the 
house ?”’ 

‘I could not say as to that, I think it proba- 
ble that the democrats will soon take the mat- 
ter up, and have a caucus called upon the sub- 
joct; and whatever isagreed upon at that cau- 
cus will be.carried. For my part, before any 
action is taken on the subject in 
the house, I am in favor of 
a democratic joint caucus being called, to 
be composed of democrats of the house and 
senate to consider the question and determine 
the policy to be pursued by the party.

He caught shifting engine No. 103, witha 
train of freight cars, at Mitchell street. Sig- 
paling to the engineer, the deputy sheriff said: 

“Hold on there; I want to see you.” 

The engineer held on, and Mr. Blount 
boarded the engine with a paper in his hand. 

“JT want to levy on this locomotive,”’ said he. 

Mr. Blount made an explanation, and the 
locomotive was in his custody and could not 
be moved. 

At 10:50 o’clock an Atlanta and Florida 
passenger train rolled'up, and Mr. Blount fol- 
lowed it to the depot. 

He explained to the engineer and conductor 
that he had a claimagainst the road, and that 
te would levy on the train. Before all the 
passengers had disembarked this train was also 
in the sheriff’scustody. After levying on an- 
other shifting engine Mr. Blount went back 
to his office. 

The officials of the road had heard of the 
action of the sheriff, and were at the office 
when Mr. Blount got back. 

They quickly secured the release of the en- 
gines and three passenger cars by giving a re- 
teipt to Mr. Marsh forthe same, ana after less 
than an hour's delay the locomotives were 
again running. 

The history of Mr. Marsh’s claim against 
the road is this: 

Early in December a tax fi. fa. was issued 


‘against the road by the state for $2,792 taxes. 


The property of the road would have been 
levied on at that time to satisfy this fi. fa., but 
Mr. Marsh advanced the money and paid it. 

He now wants the money back, and the 
proceedings yesterday were instituted for that 
purpose. 

Back of this application, which is a surprise 
andis not a surprise, is considerable history 
which is said to be more or less interesting. 
There was talk of a receivership last ,fall, but 
the financial difticulties were tided over for 
the time being. Tuesday afternoon, late, a 
meeting of the directors was Held. It was 
called on such short notice that President 
Bage, of the company, who wasin Birmingham, 
did not get to it, and indeed he did not know 
that the board had decided toask for a receiver 
until he arrived in Atlanta yesterday. 
Captain Harry Jackson, who was general 
Counsel of the company, was engaged in the 
city court all day, and did not get a notice of 
the board meeting until it was in progress, 
when he learned of it by telephone. When 
he reached the meeting he was informed 
that a resolution had been passed to ask fora 
receiver and to have Mr. Moody appointed. 
Captain Jackson objected, and moved that the 
action be reconsidered. He stated that he 
thought the company’s financial affairs could 
be straightened out, but if not that the receiver- 
Bip should be asked for by parties on the out- 
side. The board did not reconsider its action 
end Captain Jackson then and there resigned 
the attorneyship. 

The board declined to accept his resignation, 
but he will insist on it, he says. Daniel W. 
Roundtree, who was local counsel, is acting as 
general counsel.

Among the heavy creditors of the 
Atlantaand Florida are the Railroad 
Equipment Company of New York, 
the Central Car Trust, and the'American Car 
and Equipment Company. The Atlanta and 
Florida owes $8,000 rent to the Railroad 
Equipment Company, of New York, for 100 
cars and two engines. This company has 
threatened to take its rolling stock away from 
the Atlanta and Florida unless its claim was 
paid. The directors say they could not pay 
the $8,000, and they were in danger of having 
their rolling stock taken off their line, which 
would bave caused them to stop operating. 

The East Tennessee claims that the Atlanta 
and Florida is indebted to it to the amount of 
$11,500 for the use of its track. Notice 
had been given by the East Tennessee 
that it would refusethe Atianta and Florida 
trains the use of its track unless the claim 
was paid this month. 

The Atlanta and Florida was built by At- 
lanta capital, and considerable money will be 
lost by the investors. 

The road was built about five years ago. It 
is 105 miles long, extending from Atlanta to 
Fort Valley. The original intention was to 
extend the line to the coast and get steamship 
connections with the northérn ports, Europe 
and South. America, and render Atlanta inde- 
pendent of the other roads running here. A 
terminal site was never obtainedin the city, 
nor was the road built on to the coast. 

What its fate will be is a matter of specu- 
lation now. If it goes through a receivershi 
and it is sold it wil! be clear of obligations aa 
it may fallinto hands which will complete it 
to the seaboard. Thecountry through 
which it runsisrich and the projected line 
pierces a section of Georgia which is fertile 
and heavily timbered. 

Captain Tom W, Garrett, as has been said, 
will, in all likelihood be made the receiver 
forthe Atlanta and Florida today. 

Both sides had about agreed on him as the 
receiver last night, and ‘his name will be 
presented to J udge Clark today. 

Captain Garrett is one of the best known and 
most competent railroad menin Atlanta. He 
was for a long time with the Western and At- 
lantic, and subsequently was with the East 
Tennessee road, at Knoxvflle, for eight years. 
Since bis connection with the Atlanta and 
Florida he has.managed its affairs most ad- 
mirably. :

The affair was altogether unavoidable. The 
car was in charge of Motorman Hicks, and he 
rang the gong repeatedly.

The force of the biow was such as 
to knock the hack against the sidewalk, where 
it was smashed.

Consternation took possession of the group 
of perhaps twenty men, who stood in the bar, 
and they ran to the Broad street entrance. 

They didn’t go out, however. 

But if were forced back into the bar, as 
they had been struck. 

The electric current had penned them up 
in the bar, and they ran to the rear to look for 
another way of egress. 

In the meantime, Mr. W. T, Gentry, whose 
office is across the street, saw the flashing 
wire. 

He knew at once the cause, and sent Mr.

ployed, but unless the strike is settled today or 
tomorrow the agents will be forced to supply 
the places of the strikers.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 13.—Many operators jn stocks. 

are now hesitating until after the adjournment of the 

representatives of the railroads who are now in session 


at the Windsor hotel, and while rumors of trouble 


have been industriously circulated of late, there are no 
surface tndications to justify them. The people inter- 
ested, declare that the result will show entire harmony 
among the different roads represented in the associa- 
tion, and it is well understood that managers who shall 
have been found cntting rates will be dismissed. The 
event of the day in financial circles was the announce- 
ment of a further issue of $25,000,000 new stock of 
Sugar Refineries, and, if it should prove as suspected 
that the increase of the capitalization is for the pur. 
pose of absorbing the Spreckels and other refineries 
now in opposition to the trust, investors may be tread- 
ing on dangerous ground. The stock market today re- 
sponded to this intelligence by a material decline all 
around, and a number of bulls who have sold out, and 
who have been since working for lower prices in the 
market, took advantage of the announcement, and 
sold stocks all along the line with considerable effect. 
Northern Pacific preferred was subjected to pressure 
from the opening, and a further weakness in the In 
dustrials helped to restrain the upward tendency in 
the general list, though there was special strength 
here and there inspots. Kanras aud Texas stocks 
were instances, but tew others followed them. New 
England and Richmond and West Point stocks were 
rominent in the forenoon, and Northwestern later in 
he day, but notwithstanding the strong opening, their 
advance was not sufficient to resist the influence of the 
depression caused by the Sugar announcement.

Some comment has been made on our exchange re- 
garding the anticipatory advices that are regularly re- 
ceived from New Orleans. For a week past most every 
day these advices have proyed in excess of the actual 
figures, and the natural inference is that a disposition 
to exaggerate the movement reflects a disposition to 
exaggerate the crop. Nothing definite is as yet known 
of the crop estimate of Messrs. R. T. Wilson & Co., 
concerning which curiosity is keen. The consensus of

bales or below would sharply advance prices; 8,500,000 
bales would probably be without effect and $,750,000 
would unquestionably.resultin a decline.

The Money Still Coming In—Mr. Norrman 
Suggests a Plan for Rebuilding. 


The city contributions for Fayetteville con- 
tinue to come in. The following amounts 
have been reported to THRE ConsTITUTION:

Mr. G. L. Norrman, the well-known At- 
Janta architect suggests the following plan for 
quick and economical construction of houses: 

“If the homeless people of Fayetteville can 
get luinber and brick in the manner suggested 
by Tuk ConstTITUTION, they can build houses 
very quickly and cheaply on thesame plan em- 
ployed to house the people of Chicago after 
the great fire,"’ said he. ‘*The houses so built 
are very light, but very strong. The plan 
was to make the frame entirely 2x8 joists and 
one inch plank. The 2x3 inch joists were put 
down on blocks in the same way that sills are 
laid. The floor joists were then put in two 
feet apart, with the ends resting against the 
side joists. Twenty-penny nails were driven 
through the side pieces from the outside into 
the ends of the floor joists. Two such nails 
were so driven in each. 

‘This could be made stronger by nailing a 
1x2 strip on the inside of the side pieces under 
the floor joists. Pianks one inch thick and a 
foot wide were then sét upright and nailed to 
the sides and ends. Thecracks between the 
plank were covered with strips, and the joists 
rested on them above just as they do ordinar- 
ily upon studding; and sothe roof was sup- 
ported. Theinside of the plank was lined 
with canvas and covered with building paper, 


“| which made the honse quite warm. A stack 


chimney was built in the center and was made 
to serve two or three rooms. The chimney 
dropped back about three feet above the fire- 
place, and on the fshoulder so made a_ board 
was fastened, making a simple but conven- 
ient mantel-piece. ‘he chimney so built con- 
tained about two thousand five hundred brick. 
The houses were easily kept warm and very 
comfortable with weli-fitted doors and win- 
dows. 

‘*They are ready to be occupied and at any 
time afterwards may be plastered, for a very 
small cost by nailing one-inch strips diago- 
nally on the walls over the building paper, and 
laths over these strips. Strips, laths and 
plaster take up about one and three-fourth 
inches and with the paper, canvas and plank 
already there, they make a wall about three 
inches, thick, giving a house closer and/warmer 
than an ordinary plastered frame house. The 
diagonal strips give the structure remarkable 
strength. I builtsuch a bouse on the moun- 
tain side at ‘Tryon, S. C., and it was 
struck by a storm and carried away. 
The chimney was demolished, but 
the house rolled down the mountain side with- 
out breaking. Twelvé years ago I built a 
number of such houses, with six rooms each, 
at Spartanburg, S. C., at an expense of. $350 
each, including material and labor. They are 
still standing. It is remarkable how cheap 
you can build a comfortable house.” 

As he went out Mr. Norrman added: “If 
any of the Fayetteville people wish to try this 
pian I will be pleased to give them any neces- 
sary explanation. No drawings will be nec- 
essary.’’

That Is the Way Secretary Arnold Yiews 
the Exposition Outlook. 


IT MAY BE’ HELD AND IT MAY .NOT, 


Can the People View This Important Work 
with Apathy?—Something for 
Atlanta to Consider. 


Will Atlanta have an exposition this year? 

The question has been discussed considera- 
bly, and nobody seems able to give a definite 
answer. 

It all depends. 

The officers, the directors, the stockholders 
all agree on that—it all depends. , 

“Yes, it all depends upon whether the peo- 
ple of Atianta want it or not, ayd whether 
they are willing to give practical demonstra- 
tion of their desire that it be held.” 

Secretary Charles Arnold sat in his office 
yesterday, and as he discussed the outlook 
summed it up as above quoted. 

“The Piedmont exposition,” he went on to 
say, ‘was an inspiration. An exposition is 
an illustration of the possibilities and accom- 
plishments of a place and people. The neces- 
sity for such an exposition in Atlanta, the 
great center of disbursement for the south, was 
foreseen by Henry Grady, and the great scheme 
took shape under his direction. Under his in- 
spiring leadership it became the duty of every 
Atlanta man to throw his whole might toward 
aiding this magnificent enterprise which 
meant so much for Atlanta and the whole sec- 
tion, and right manfully did every man—the 
majority, at least—do his duty. What we 
need now—the only thing we need—is a con- 
tinued manifestation of that Atlanta spirit, 

**T have heard it urged éately that the expo- 
sition,’”’ continued the secretary, ‘‘is a private 
enterprise. The fact is, from its first concep- 
tion it has grown more and more national in 
its character. The expdésition itself excited 
more general interest; people came from far 
and wide, and the city has received continued 
and lasting benefits. Northern capital has 
been attracted to Atlanta and the south to an 
extent that nothing.else could have attracted 
it. National expositions like this has. been 
open trade al! along the great lines of railroads 
and put idle money into circulation—a 
great desideratum in times like these. 

“But why should there be doubt of having 
expositions in tlre near future ?”’ 

“Well, the stockholders of the company have 
never drawn any dividends from the profits 
that have been made. All the money has 
been used for the improvements of the grounds 
and buildings, to make them more complete 
and useful for futureexpositions. I don’t think 
any of the men whohave worked so inces- 
santly for the goodof che exposition have 
ever thought of making money out ofit. The 


fact is, when the investment in improvements | 


has been larger than the income from the 
show, asit was last year, they either had to 
put their hands down in their pockets to meet 


the |deficit, or issue bonds, whichis just as | 


bad. They bad, and still have, that sort of 
yatriotism. But fthey have no desire to keep 
tup,ifitis going to beall one-sided. The 
charge thatthe exposition company is a pri- 
vate enterprise, or that the exposition is held 
for the benefit of the oftice holders and direc- 
tors, is absurd. <As for the directors, they 
spend their money, and, what is 
more to them, their valuable time, to make 
the exposition a success, 
“Now, as I said, it all depends upon the 
attitude of the people toward the company. 
have heard it suggested that the people have 


had, by subscriptions, to pay the expenses of | 


the expositions. That is a mistake. The 
sums subscribed have never been sufficient 
even to pay the preliminary expenses. These 
gifts were not acts of charity or benevolence; 
they were siinply investments from which the 
giver realized tive, ten, fifteen times as much 
business as he ordinarily would have had. 
“These criticisms have indicated that the 
= le are not as enthusiastic as the stock- 
iolders and directors have a right to expect, 
and itis no wonder that the directors have 
gotten tired of having more expositions with- 
out the good will and assistance of manufac- 
turers, merchants and all the citizens of At- 
lanta. If there is noenthusiasm among our 
people, if there is instead indifference and 
often opposition, it is but natural for the di- 
rectors to stop for the ‘present and wait to see 
what the people are going to do about it.”’ 
So, according to Mr. Arnold, it seems that— 
It all depends.
